IN a recent letter Senator Keagan 
•peaks with just indignation of the at- 
tempt to wreck the new interstate law 
through "the concentrated efforts of 
the railroad companies, their ofiScers, 
attorneys, and agents and of the news- 
papers the J own and hure," but he fails 
to do justice to the Interstate Commis- 
sion or to appreciate the situation in 
which that body is necessarily placed 
at the beginning of its work, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 
Eeagan was opposed 
to the creation of the commission, and 
he now thinks the remedy for the rail- 
road rebellion will be found in legis- 
lating the commission out of existence 
and leaving the enforcement of the law 
solely to the courts. 
The chief cause 
of complaint at present is not the 
course of the commission in tempora- 
rily snspending the short-haul 
rule, 
pending investigation, but the action of 
the railroads in forcing every kind and 
class of rates up to exorbitant 
figure« 
wherever possible. 
Neither the courts 
nor the commission can deal with these 
abuses until cases involving them are 
made up and submitted. 
To overcome 
the rebellious outbreak of the corpora- 
tions both the courts and the commis- 
sion will be needed, one fortifying and 
strengthening the other. 
The commis- 
sion may seem at present to be moving 
with overcaution and necessary delay, 
but if it proceeds within a reasonable 
time to enforce the views which it has 
announced so explicitly for the admoni- 
tion of railroad officials, there can be 
no iust complaint.

FORESmES ! 


Thej Are Baging ^ o n g the line of the 
Grwid Bapids Boad and All 
Tiirongh Michigan. 


BRHT> C5m, Mich., May 14.—Beports 
from Faiwell and Ck>Ieman on the Flint 
and Pere Marquette railroad state that 
forest fires are raging. 
Also in the 
forest north of here on the Grand Bapids 
and Indiana railroad. The fires are con- 
fined to the woods and there are no re- 
ports of damage to settlers as yet. In- 
cications are for rain. 


CmoAoo, May 14—A Times special 
from Marqnette, Mich., says: 
*'The 
whole peninsola is enveloped in smoke, 
and telegraph wires are badly crippled. 
Followingis the situation as far as heard 
from: 


Palms—^Fires are raging fearfully and 
there are fears that the town will bum, 
though surrounded with green grass. 
Farmers on the clearings will loose 
everything. A large amount of pine and 
cedar is burning at Soo Junction. Men 
are being driven from the camps on the 
run from the east by the fire. The fire 
is on the Soo branch and is raging fierce- 
ly. 
There is no telling the amount of 
damage done. 


Newberg—The fijres are dying out, 
bat the smoke is intolerable. 


Negaanee—The fires are spreading to 
the north and east and entering a vast 
tract of valuable pine. The damage 
already amounts to thousands of dol- 
lars. 


Ishpeming—Great fires are raging 
south and north and east of the city, 
and south, near Cascade, a valuable 
strip of hard timber is now burning. 


Niaraga—The smoke is getting an- 
bearable, and it looks now as though the 
iaes were approaching on the west end 
of the old Marquette, Houghton and 
Ontonogan road. The fires are subsid- 
ing, but the damage is not ascertain- 
aljle. 
Great damage has been done 
along the Ohicago and Northwestern 
from Menominee north, but the worst is 
over.

KWGHTS OF LABOR! 


Rome Viewed from a Housetop. 
Tlie pleasantest thing in Rome, the 
thing which no creature, however great 
his power, has been able to touch, is the 
simshine. 
To live on a Roman housetop, 
as I do, is in itself a great happiness. It 
is a long climb, but who minds that, 
otice up? The roof is a terrace where 
plants and ivy grow, and leaning over 
the out<?r wall you can watch the busy 
life far in the street below, or wait while 
the day dies behind the Mous Janiculus. 
The ragged pines that crown the hill 
stand back against the sky, and one 
knows that below is the old convent 
where Tasso died. The statue of St. 
Paul, on top of the pillar of Marcus 
Am'elius. is silhouetted very clear; and 
nearer the black tower of St. Andrea del 
Fatte, whei-e in the evening hundreds of 
birds .come to rest. 
The pigeons do not 
stop there; instead they wheel and circle, 
shining like silver, then settle down about 
the fountain of Trevi—^nestle close about 
the water gods grouped there. 
. It is 
pleasant, too, to stand upon the bridges 
and watch the passing crowd—to listen 
to the ripple of the water and know the 
voice is that of Father Tibir; to take a 
sun. bath on the Pincio, with Rome lying 
at your feet; to pause and watch the 
orange sellers and match sellers, and 
models, and beggars on the Spanish 
steps; to journey to the Campo de Fivel; 
to the fair on Wednesday morning, where 
all the old odds and ends of the continent 
seem collected for sale. 
So much there 
is to see in Rome; so much to do. —CJor.

l>o Birds Fly Down? 
I see, in a back number of St. Nicholas, 
that one of your young correspondents 
appeals partly to me in regard to birds 
flying down. But all who have written 
seem so well ix>sted that I doubt if I can 
add anything to their knowledge. 


However, I have seen California quail, 
a wood dove and a humming bird flying 
downward; but in slow flyers, with 
large wings and heavy bodies, the wings 
are used more or less as pai'achutes in 
going down; in other words, the birds 
spread their wings and rdy upon gravity. 
This I have noticed in the sand hill 
cranes in their migrations along the 
Sierra Madres. A flock of say 100 will 
mount upward in a beautiful spiral, 
flashing in the sunlight, all the while 
uttering loud, discordant notes, until 
they attain an altitude of nearly a mile 
above the sea level. 
Then they f o r m i n 
regular lines, and soar away at an angle 
that in five miles or so wiU bring them 
within 1,000 feet of the earth. Then 
they will stop and begin the spiral up- 
ward movement again imtil a high eleva- 
tion is reached, when away they go 
again, sliding down hill in the air, to- 
ward their winter home. It is very evi- 
dent that a vast amoimt of muscular 
exertion is saved in this way. 
In some 
of these sUdes that I have watched 
through a glass, birds would pass from 
three to four miles, I should judge, with- 
out flapping the wings.;—St. Nicholas.

The Germui Lutheran Synod Denonnees 


Their Methods and Warns Its Church 
Members Ikwm Joining Them. 


The Xiutheran synod yesterday made 
provisions for the support and susten- 
ance of aged and infirm ministers, the 
widows and orphans, and also arranged 
to aid the church communities who suf- 
fer from any unavoidable cause. 


This morning the qaestion of the 
Knights of Labor came np. The com- 
mitttee appointed for that purpose re- 
ported that they had given the matter 
much thought, but aa yet they felt un- 
able to make final and definite disposi- 
tion of the order. 
Tney recognize that 
capitalists in some instances oppress the 
poor man, and they, therefore, see the 
necessity of resisting such encroach- 
ments, but 


First—They do not approve the means 
resorted to by the Knights of Liln^r in 
battling against that oppression. 


Second—They condemn the boycott 
as a weapon of resistance and retahation 
by the Knights of liabor. 


Third—They denounce the practice of 
the Knights of Ijabor who prevent non- 
union men from taking the place of 
strikers and who deny their own mem- 
bers the privilege of returning to work 
at will. 


Fourth—They unequivocally condemn 
the manner in which strikes are now in- 
augurated and oooducted. 


The synod felt it had not time to in- 
vestigate and promulgate its nltimatam 
bnt on the question at this 
sittiog. 
it resolved to warn their 'membcors of 
the German Luteran 
church against 
joining the Knights of Labor. 


It was decided to hold the next dele- 
gate synod at Milwaukee in 1890. 


The synoà then closed its session and 
most of the members began making ar- 
rangements to attend the funeral of the 
late Rev. Dr. Walther, at St. Lonis, 
Monday next. 


A Fatal Railroad Collision

State of Tr«de. 


NKW TOBK, May 14.—R. G. Dim & Co. 
in their weeUy trade review declare that 
a great revolution in business is going 
on, which they attribute partly to the 
operations of the interstate commerce 
act and partly to the expansion in the 
volume and changes in the kind of cur- 
rency. 
It appears that the smaller 
towns generally are being benefitted by 
the interstate law, while the great cen- 
ters are suffering. The out-put of pig- 
iron is increasing. 
The exports of 
breadstuff have been checked by the re- 
cent advance in prices. 
The business 
failures during the last seven days in the 
United States and Canada numbered 
167, as against 176 during the corres- 
ponding period of last year. 


A PETITION in behalf of the amuse- 
ment profession addressed to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission recites 
that about 500 amusement companies 
are on the road, and that the increase 
in their rates nearly doubles their trav- 
eling expenses; and the Commission is 
asked to make such an interpretation 
of the law as will permit raüroad com- 
panies to grant, as heretofore, reduced 
rates to traveling amusement compa- 
nies. 
There does not appear to be any 
occasion for interference on the part of 
the Commission. The Inter-State Com- 
merce act distinctly declares that noth- 
ing in it shall be construed so as to for- 
bid the issue of mUeage, commutation, 
or excursion tickets. 
Special rates 
might be granted to amusement com- 
panies under one of these heads without 
violation of the law. 
But if a railroad 
company should give an excursion rate 
to one traveling amusement organiza- 
tion and refuse it to others, that would 
be such "unjust discrimination" as the 
law forbids. The railroad companies 
understand this matter, and do not re- 
quire any instructions from the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission in regard 
to it. 
But they are making a strained 
and unreasonable application of the law 
in this and in other respects in order to 
bring it into reproach, and tiius j^cure 
its repeal. 
By this plan thej hope to 
obtain a restoration of the unjust power 
to oppress the public which Congress 
has taken from them. 
The game is a 
desperate one, and tlie railroad compa- 
nies are playing it for all that it is 
worth.

Inimmitif; bird flying 
downward; but in slow flyers, with 
largo wings and heavy Ixxlies, the wings 
am used more or less as parachutes in 
going down; in other word?, the birds 
spread their wings and rolynpon gravity. 
Thid I have noticed in tho sand hill 
cranes in their migrations aluu^ the 
Sierra Mndrrs. A flock of »iy 100 -will 
mount upward in n beautiful spiral, 
flashing in the himlight, all the whi e 
uttering loud, discordant notes, until 
they attain nn altitude of nearly a mile 
above tin* SP.I level. Then they form n 
i-ORiiIar lines, ami soar awny at nn angle 
that in five miles or so will Itrins them 
within 1,000 feet of the earth. Then 
they will slop and liogin thu spiral up- 
ward movement again until a high eleva- 
tion is reached, when away they go 
again, sliding down hill in the nir, to- 
ward their winter homo.

:he Knights of Labor who prevent non- 
un on Men from taking the place of 
strikers and who deny their own mem- 
bers the privilege of returning to work 
at will. 


Fourth — Thoy unetpiivocftlly condemn 


the manner in which strikes ure now in- 
augurated, and conducted. 


The nynod felt it had not time to in- 


vestigate and promulgate ifn ultimatum 
but ou the question at this sitting, 
it reflolved to warn their 'members of 
tho German Luterau church agaicst 
joining the Knights of Labor.
